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Broken Barriers

For years the 8 bit Commodore computers have 
suffered from a serious deficiency in terms of 
telecommunications capability. A decision was made on the 
part of Commodore to exclude a dedicated UART chip from 
the machines and, instead, emulate such a chip’s functions in 
software. UART stands for Universal Asynchronous 
(Asynchronous means it can process data by watching for a 
start bit) Receiver-Transmitter. The consequence of this 
decision... repeatedly, speed barriers were thrown up in front 
of, first the C64, and later, the C128, particularly in the CP/M 
mode. Of course, the ingenuity of the user community 
repeatedly trashed these barriers, but there *HAS* always 
been a limit to the accomplishments possible. 


At one time, it was stated that the C64 could not 
handle 1200 baud. 300 baud was the best that could ever be 
expected. This is going back before I owned the machine. 
Perhaps the very first barrier erected. Then some ingenious 
programmer marched over this "Impossible’ barrier. When I 
got started in telecommunications, 300 baud seemed to be the 
most common, with some of the more fortunate 
communicating at 1200 baud. The barrier then was 2400. Of 
course, with the price of those modems, there were actually 2 
barriers to be broken. When the price barrier came down, 
there was more incentive to attack the speed barrier... and 
attack it they did. C.Smith who wrote CCGMS is the first I am 
aware of to successfully accomplish 2400 baud on the C64. 
There was a programmer by the name of Charrington, I 
believe, who uploaded a set of 3 small C64 programs in late 
1985 to GEnie, which he claimed would support 2400, and 
some verified it. I can’t say for sure, but one thing *IS* for 
certain... the barrier was crumbling. The ingenuity of the C64 
programmers... 


For all the promise of the C128, some of the 
deficiencies of the C64 lingered on. There was still no UART 
chip. The code to perform the required functions had not been 
changed much if at all, and what many hoped would be a 
deathblow to the barrier never fully materialized. 2400 was 
still a goal to be sought. Some achieved it, some did not. 


Then came Geoff Welsh, an ingenious programmer 
who has been around for a long time. He wrote an I/O driver 
for the C128 that not only trashed the 2400 baud barrier, it 
destroyed the inconceivable barrier of 9600 baud in normal 
online telecommunications. *INCREDIBLE*. This driver, as 
far as I know, made its first appearance in the work of another 
ingenious, and famous, Commodore programmer, Chris 
Smeets, in the terminal program of CS-DOS. You might 
remember that it was CS-DOS that first lay claim to 
conquering the 9600 baud barrier. This made quite a ripple in 
the Commodore computing community. 


The SPLASH was to come some time later, when Matt 
Desmond, who also used Geoff Welsh’s driver, released 
Desterm. This is probably the most popular program ever 
written for the C128, and not surprisingly, took many barriers 
by storm, including ANSI, VT102, and others. 


So, barriers have fallen consistently in the path of 
ingenious Commodore programmers who have been literally 
inspiring in their approaches and zeal to do what people say 
could not be done. Still, there always loomed the inescapable 
reality that certain barriers would never be crossed. 


Well... 


Now some of those realities are starting to become 
simple barriers, and you know what kind of respect barriers 
have generated in Commodore programmers. Desterm is now 
reportedly achieving 38,400 baud using the Dr. Evil 
Laboratories UART cartridge. I have duplicated my own 
success in Bell Term at 2400 using this cartridge, and am 
hoping for even greater speeds as soon as the cartridge goes 
into production and my publisher gets one. 


This cartridge contains the chip the C64 lacks... a 6551 
UART chip. The cartridge plugs into the cartridge port (Yes! 
The cartridge port!), and requires no interface. The cable that 
you get with the cartridge plugs directly into your modem. I 
should say that you will need a Hayes compatible modem. To 
translate that yet one more time, you CANNOT use a modem 
that was designed for Commodore computers only. At this 
writing, I don’t know if the cable comes with the cartridge or is 
an extra cost, but both will come from Dr. Evil Labs. 


Programming the cartridge is not really that difficult. 
The prototype I have been working with came with sample 
code which required very little modification. The code is less 
than 100 bytes. Communication with the modem is done 
through 4 registers in D-Block of the computer. This in itself 
speeds up some of the functions because Kernel calls are not 
required. 


The cartridge should be available as you read this from 
Dr. Evil Laboratories. The cost is $29.95 + shipping and 
handling. Expect a 3 week lag time between order and 
delivery. The potential for the commodore telecommunicating 
community is staggering. Remember the ingenious 
programmer’ factor. Already the CP/M community is a 
beneficiary, having cracked their own 1200 baud barrier at this 
late date, and remember they operate on the C128. I am not in 
business and make no profit on this unit, but I can recommend 
it. I have used and programmed it. By the time it gets into use 
there will be a core of developers who have done likewise, 
providing both supporting programs and information for you. 
If there is a complaint at all with the cartridge, it is that it is 
several years too late, but with 7-8.5 million C64’s and 2 
million C128’s, who knows? Now, where is that next 
barrier.... (j

Most of the Plus/4 software that I have uploaded over the 
past year on GEnie has had at least a dozen downloads. This would 
indicate to me that this machine still has some active users. In fact I 
believe this computer may be going through a resurgence as they are 
now available second hand for a rock bottom price. In the past year I 
have even seen several ads from resort communities that were giving 
them away as enticements. The rest of this months Classic Commies 
will be an introduction to those who are new to this machine.

Electronics Show in early 1985 and originally was labeled the C264. 
This machine was designed to attract those who would be interested 
in a reasonably priced productivity computer. During the 
development of the Plus/4 Commodore decided to sweeten the pot 
and incorporate a built in productivity package. A California 
company (Tri Micro) developed this package and it included a word 
processor, a spreadsheet and a database manager. These programs 
were kept simple to fit within memory limitations. Compared to 
some of the individual software applications then available for the 
C=64 these programs were weak. This contributed to the bad rap it 
received. The Plus/4 was released with Basic 3.5 which, with the 
exception of a few commands, is as complete as the C128’s Basic 
7.0. The memory banking arrangement freed up over 60K of RAM 
for the Basic programer. Also included was a machine language 
monitor and it even had a direct memory access capability built in. 
It’s biggest drawbacks were the lack of sprites and a simple sound 
chip. This limited the Plus/4 as a game machine. There were several 
peripherals manufactured especially for it but most of the existing 

=64 peripherals, especially the expensive ones like the disk drives 
and printers, are compatible. The few that are not, like the joysticks, 
can usually be adapted rather easily. One of the lesser known features 
that might raise a few eyebrows is that it’s ACIA chip is rated for 
19,200 baud communications from the user port. Basic programs 
written for the C=64 that do not use sprites or complex SID routines 
are rather easy to convert. All of the pokes needed for color and high 
res graphics are replaced with much simpler basic commands. 
Software written for the C128 in forty column mode will usually run 
on the Plus/4 with only very minor changes. Converting machine 
language programs is much more involved but because it’s processor 
uses the same operand codes it can be done. This is just my opinion 
but I like the feel of it’s keyboard better than the 64 and the 
individual cursor keys have me spoiled. The Plus/4 has a smaller 
brother which was called the C16. The C16 featured the same 
architecture but only had 16K of RAM and did not have the built in 
productivity package. 


Software, info and replacement parts resources for the 
Plus/4 are dwindling rapidly. Therefore in the next installment of 
Classic Commies I will put together a list of current sources for the 
Plus/4 and, if space allows, a few tips. If you can pass on a source for 
any of the Classic 8-Bit Commies please drop me a note.
